The prince of Monaco was the re!«it 


less Bombi ol a miniature Naples. 
His 


fathers, indeed, had chastised the people 
with whips, but Prince Honore chastised 
them with scorpions. Among other ingen- 
ious devices, says /vf. Rendu, the prince 
discovered a new mode of exaction ca'Ied 
the! monopoly of cereals. He made him- 
self the sole, miller and cornfactor of his 
dominions. 
Every one must 
eat the 


prince's bread, and pay the prince's price 
for it. Any person, Monegasque or for- 
eigner, who bought or eat of- any unau 
thomed flour was punished by fin? nnd 


"imprisonment. To make matters TSOTSB, 
~ the prince's corn 
«KS not inly dear, but 


also bad, the cheapest and vilest sweep- 
ings of the Genoese and Marseillais mar 
kets. 
Travellers passing through the 


country must leave their sandwiches at the 
prince's custom house; the workrnen com- 
ing to their daily__workjrom beyond the 
borders could not ra,,y their humble 
luncheon in their pockets, to the prejudice 
of our lord the prince.his crown and digni 
ty. The skipper of some little fishing bark 
who brought a few remaining loaves from 
Nice or Bordighera into the harbor uncon- 
sumed was liable to have his vessel con- 
fiscated and be fined a round sum of mon- 
ey into the bargain. Every baker had to 
keep u register of the amount ol bread 
purchased by each family; and if the con 
sumption seemed under the average, the 
Prince's gendarmes made a quiet domicil 
iary visit in search of a hidden barrel sus- 
pected to contain contraband flour. The 
poor wietch found guilty of eating untaxed 
bread went Jo prison an a his children to 
the dogs. Similarly, Honore V. had a 
monopoly of education. 
He established 


a college at Mentone, and promulgated t» 
law that no one but his own professors 
could keep a school or give privatelessons 
within the principality. Moreover, he in- 
stituted a complicated cattle tax, in ac- 
cordance with which every peasant bad 
to register at once the birth and sex of 
every call or lamb, on the day of its ar- 
rival, and upon stamped paper, out of 
which, of course, the prince turned anolh 
er honest perm/. 
If the creature died, the

family were held to have sold it outside the

concenng wool from Coats Brothers, wool 
commission 
merchants, 
Philadelphia: 


'The dullness noted in our last issue has 
continued throughout January with a grad- 
ual weakening m the values of most kinds. 
Manufactures do not seem inclined to buy 
more than' they need for immediate use 
and they are seldom tempted into making 
offers on Rood siied-ffiis, 
When they want 


stock they come into market and pay 
rni'kerprtces but give holders very little 
opportunity to sell largely or freely. While 
the bulk of the stock ot wool in the sea- 
board markets is held firmly yet as the" 
"jeason is advancing some evince a dispo- 
sition to sell and more lots for sale are 
daily making their appearance in the we«t. 
These wools were mostly bought early and 
cost high and the owners ate not yet will- 
ing to make consessions from prttent val- 
ues in order to effect sales. It has now 
been so long since manufactures have 
been free buyers that it is reasonable to 
expect that they must soon enter markets 
and secure supplies while there is a fair 
Assortment fiom which to select, and 
•bould they purchase to any considerable 
extent they would quickly stiffen up the 
price of wool, but there has been such un- 
satisfactory trade in woolen goods that 
manufactures have beisn and still are cau- 
tious buyers of raw material. The foreign 
markets continue without much change. 
Very lif't fine wool is now being imported 
but low foreign stock is cheaper than New 
Mexican wools at present prices and is be- 
ing largely used."
